SCHOOL FUNDS. 


Second Quarterly Apportionment 

for the Current Year. 
_ The second quarterly apportionment of 
school funds for the year ending June 30, 
1891, bas been made. The money for this 
apportionment is derived from the county 
taxes, and is known as the county school 
fund. One teacher is assigned to each 
school district for every seventy census chil- 
dren or fraction thereof equal to twenty, and 
the sum of $260 is apportioned for each 
teacher so assigned.

HUNG BY ONE MAM 


Lockwood Saved by an..Ob- 
 stinate Juror. 


BLAND THE NAME OF THE MAN 


He Says He Does Not Belleve the 
ex-Justice Is Innocent, but 
Simply Refused to 
Convict. 


A hung jury! Eleven for conviction and, 
one for acquittal! This is the result of the 
trial of ex-City Justice Walter UO. Lock- 
wood on a charge of embezziing 8300 from 
the county of Les Angeles. Certainly this 


| is ehough to make the blind goddess open 


her eyes in amvzement and surprise. 

Yesterday morning the jury in this case, 
resumed their deliberations. During the 
forenoon several ballots were taken. At 2 
u’clock in the afternoon Judge Smith called 
the jury in, and the foreman, Jobn Case, 
was asked as to to the prospects for an 
agreement. He informed the Court that the 
jury stwwod eleven to one. 

The'Court asked if the jurymen were 
unable toagree upona point of law or a 
fact. The foreman announced that hecould 
not state what was the matter.. The jury- 
man who was hanging out had not stated 
why he was doing so; Oreof the jurymen 
stated thatthe bullheaded peison who was 
so theruughly convinced that Lockwood 
was not guilty had told him that he had no 
reasons to give why he voted as he did. 

The Judge then directed tne jury to return 
totheirroom and ascertain if they could 
pot agree, ‘They resumed their delibera- 
tions, and at 5 u’clock were again called in. 
The jury stood the same as vefore, eleven 
for conviction and one for acquittal. There 
being po prospect for an agreement the 
Judge discharged the jury. 

The juryman who h.s earned for himself 
the unenviable notority of hanging the jury 
and thereby causing a mistrial of this case 
is Andrew F. Bland. The directiury states 
that he is a miner and resides at Brooklyu 
Heights. Mr. Blaud is one of the most re- 
markabie mer who has ever occupied a seat 
in a jury box in this capnty, and many re- 
maarkabie men whom a kind Providence has 
not overly blessed with a good sense have 
preceeded him. There is no possible way 
in which to account for the extraordinary 
conduct of Bland in holding out and insist- 
ing upon a verdict of cquittal. It was in 
vain that his fellow-jurymen argued with 
him. They asked him to give his reasons 
for voting ashe did on every ballot. He 
had no reasons to give. He admitted that 
he did not think that Lockwood was inno- 
cent. Certainly he was either innocent or 
guilty. If Bland did not think him to be 
innocent he must think him to be the re- 
verse; yet for twenty-four hours upon eo 
ballot he voted to acquit him. ‘The evi- 
dence in the case was plain and clear. No 
better case has been lately submitted to a 
jury in this county. But owing to the blind 
and bull-headed stupidity of one man, jus- 
tice fur the time being miscarries. 

The District Attorney will this morning 
ask Judge Smith to excuse Mr. Bland from 
further service as a juror in the Superior 
courte of this county. The best interests 
of thecommunity and of law, order and 
decency demand that there be few Blands 
in a jury panel. 

The result is that Lockwood will have to 
be tried again upon this charge. He will 
not escape a second time the punishment it 
has been shown he so justly merits.

O’Brien aud Taylor filed an application 
for a writ of probibition compelling King to 
desist from proceeding with the cases. ip 
their petitions they made ail sorts of alloga- 
tions of fraud, blackmail and collusion on 
the part of King and the attorneys of Jessie 
Marshall.

Tue grocers of Los Angeles showed 
little enterprise in failing. entirely 
to attend the meeting called for 
yesterday to arrange for the reception 
of the visiting grocers from the East. 
It will be an excellent chance to ad- 
verlise our resources and should be 
utilized. 

ANOTHER terrible mining disaster 
has occurred in Pennsylvania. With 
all our boasted progress, mining and 
railroad disasters seem to grow more 
frequent rather than less so. There is 
ceriainiy room for legislative action in 
this direction, but then, mive and rail- 
Way Owners are wealthy men, and the 
avergge legislature is averse to deal 
hardly with the rich. 


A BILL was introduced yesterday in 
the United States Senate to subsidize 
a Pacific Cable company, to lay cables 
from San Francisco to Japan, Austra- 
ha and Samoa. One would suppose 
such a venture ought to pay witbouta 
subsidy. At present, messages from 
San Francisco to Japan have to go by 
way of New. York, London, France, 
ltaly, Egypt, Persia, India and China. 


Tue Charter Amendmeat Commit- 
tee reported yesterday to the City 
Council in favor of such action by the 
Legislature as may be necessary to 
enable the city of Los Angeles and 
such portions of the county as may de- 
sire, to consolidate as the city and 
county of Los Angeles. In case the 
Pomona scheme should succeed, there 
will be stroug sentiment bere in favor 
of such a movement. Meautime, let 
us first try to defeat county division. 


THE State Senate yesterday pessed 
the bill extending the session from 
sixty toene hundred days. We pre- 
sume the Assembiy will de the same.

last until the Legislature can have the 
appointment of Hearst’s successor.

them to stay so long away from their 
occupations—that is, those who have 


any. 


QUEER COUNSEL. 
The Herald is. backing ‘into a very 
equivocal position on this question at 
issue between the orange producers 
and the buyers. Our contemporary is 
a very staunch friend of the growers, 
of course, but it does not want them to 


{do anythingin the way of self pro- 


tection; 1t would like to see “a great 
and successful Orange-growers’ Asso- 
ciation’’—but not now. Some other 
time. ‘The present crop, once out of 
the way,” says the funny friend of the 
producer, ‘‘we can very well concede 


| that au Orange-growers’ Association 


would be a very admirable idea.” 
There is just the rub. Suppose the 
present crop retuses to.get out of the 
way. Are the orange-growers to °re- 
main with folded hands and let their 
fruit spoil while they are awaiting a 
more favorable opportunity to orgapn- 
ize. 

The Herald admits that the season 
is already far advanced -and very few 
contracts have been made. However, 
the argument is: Don’t worry; throw 
yourself on the good graces of the buy- 
ers. They may be backward about 
coming forward, but, never mind. 
*But,’’ says the orange man, ‘“‘sup- 
pose the buyers don’t buy?’’ 

*“No matter; sell to the buyers any- 
how.” 

The factis there is nothing to re- 
strain the buyers from getting down to 
business and securing every box of 
oranges in Southern California. But 
they must show a willingness to act 
aud must pay fair prices. 

A great shareof this talk about the 
markets of the East being ruined by 
extra importations from abroad with 
an increased tariff, and by the abun- 
daut second crop of Florida, probably 
a myth, is mere stuff and nonsense, as 
the Herald admits. These stories 80 
industriously set afloat are only a part 
of the general scheme to “bear’’ the 
orange market in California. 

The orange-growers probably con- 
vinced themselves that they were right 
before they began to go ahead in this 
matter, and consequently, to quote 
Davy Crockett’s maxim to them now 
is the stalest kind of adv.ce. 

As tO the buyers, they will either 
have to fish or cut bait, for the grow- 
ers Mean business. 


A SOLEMN FARCE, 


Another striking evidence of the 
absurd inefficiency of the jury system 
was furnished yesterday. The jury in 
the case of W. C. Lockwood, charged 
with embezzlement, after being out 24 
bours, was discharged, having failed to 
agree, that is to say, one man refused 
to agree with the other eleven, whuse 
minds were made up aiter the first 
ballot, as, indeed, they could scarcely 
fail to be, in view of the damning 
character of the evidence. 

This juror, Andrew F. Bland by 
naine, could give no reason for bis re- 
fusal to vote for conviction. He iseven 
suid to have admitted that he did not 
believe in Lockwood’s innocence. No 
wonder that the District Attorney qill 
ask to have this phenomenal juror ex- 
cused from further duty on the present 
panel. 

And so the same weary old farce 
goes on, and justice is mocked, while 
the taxpayers pay for the fun. Is it 
not high time that this medieval system 
shouid at least be modified? Suppose 
uine votes for conviction or acquittal 
were sufficient, does any one believe 
that injustice would be done to crim- 
inais? 

In the same county, on the same 
day, a man without financial or polit- 
ical “‘pull’” was tried by a jury for 
zoingiutothe room of an acquaint- 


-ance, while drunk, and taking there- 


from articles worth about five dollars, 
It only took the jury ten minutes to 
tind bim guilty of burglary in the first 
degre. 

The chances are about twenty to one 
in favor of there being at least one foo: 
or knave ou a jury, in consequence of 
which the devil laughs and the judi- 
cious grieve as red-handed criminals 
walk off unscathed to further prey on 
the community. 


THE ELECTIONS BILL. 


New Jersey bas joined the list of 
States which propose to boycott the 
World’s Fair if the Elections Bill be- 
comes a law. This isa silly and puerile 
stand for a State to take. It reminds 
one ofa little boy who won’t play if 
he can’thave the game just his own 
way. Leteachtub stand on its own 
bottom. The “Force Bill” and the 
World’s Fair bave no more to do with 
each other than has Koch’s lymph 
with the vedolia cardinalis. 

Meantime it looks as if the bill in 
question had received its quietus for 
‘the present. Little regret will be felt 
on this coast at the failure of the bill 
to pass. It ia generally believed here 
that the South is entering a new era 
of industrial and educational develop- 
ment, and there is a strong feeling in 
favor of letting her have a chancs to 
see what she can and will-do for her- 


than violently reopen old sores. This 
sentiment bas been strengthened by the 
noticeable change in tone of the more 
conservative southern journals during 
the past year. Many of them have de- 
nounced outrages On negroes almost as 
vehementig as che most stalwart north- 
ern papers. Among none is the desire 
to give the Southerners every possible 
show to work out their own salvation 
more decidedly expressed than in the 
ranks of those who hit them some bard 
licks during the war.

COUNTY PRINTING, 


It is time that there should be a re- 

form in the manner of letiing the pub- 
lic printing of counties, so as to avoid 
the unseemly scrambling and cutting 
of rates by irresponsible or ephemeral 
publications, or publications of very 
limited circulation. It would be a 
good idea fer the Legislature te fix the 
price of county printing, the price to 
be graded according to the importance 
of the county, which would naturally 
represent, more or less accurately, the 
importance of the journals published 
in thatcounty. Itis manifestly unrea- 
sonable and unjust, for instance, to 
pay a paper published in Alpine 
county,with a circulation of perhaps 250 
copies, the same rate for county print- 
ing as is paid a paper in Los Angeles 
or Alameda counties, with a circulation 
of from 7000 to 10,000 copies. The dif- 
ference in price paid for public print- 
ing should correspond with the differ- 
ence in rates charged for commercial 
advertisements, which, in turn, should 
be based upon circulation, The rate 
having»been fixed by the Legislature, 
it would only be left for the proper 
county official to name tbe paper to 
publish the announcements.. This 
should, in justice to all, be the paper 
of greatest general circulation pub- 
lished within the limits of the county, 
class publications being barred. 
The present method of giving out 
the county printing is fertile in bad 
small papers, with no 
other particular reason for existence, 
are started for the express purpose of 
living on what they hope to receive 
from the county. Their circulation is 
not taken into account, and thus both 
the public and the legitimate journals 
are injured.

The immi- 
grants coming toour sbores must be 
capable ofearning a hving, or they 
should stay at home. 

it is time to have this matter of im- 
migration thoroughly supervised and 
regulated by systematic rules. Our 
laboring men in the course of another 
generation will be crowded into the 
mire of poverty by these millions of 
newcomers whose pauperized condition 
forces them to work for starvation 
wages. Unless we reform this business 
We mustexpect tosee pauperism and 
crime increase, andtramps and robbers 
marching from one end of the laud to 
the other, 

Why not profit by the example of 
Brazil? The new republic encourages 
immigration, but it requires the heads 
of families to be practical farmers or 
skilled mechanics. In other words the 
government is determined that its new 
settlers shall be self-supporting. This 
is on the right line and it is the policy 
forthe United States to adopt. We 
cannot afford to be simply. an asylum 
for all the oppressed and unfortunate 
people in the world, Such charity may 
be maguiticent, but it is not business.

SIGHING FOR LOS ANGELES, 


A Wind-swept Arizonian Looking 
Backward.

EUREKA SPRINGs, (near Wilcox, 
Ariz.,) Jan. 13.—|Correspondence of 
Tut Times.) It _requires.a pilgrimage 
to Arizona to appreciate a winter in 
Los Angeles. WuienlI think of the 
gardens and lawns, and almost unin- 
terrupted wilderness of flowers in full 
bloom surrounding your fair city, es- 
pecially on Washington, Pico and other 
streets in that neighborhood, and com- 
pare the same to our cold, windy climate 
here at present, I long to be once more 
in the City of the Angels, and inhale 
the peculiar quality and profusion of 
bloom of these Southern California 
shrubs. Here we see no flowers at all 
except cactus; but with you the great 
leaves Only furnish a slender frame- 
work for the richest and brightest 
blossoms. Against so many gleaming 
white walls as a background, one sees 
arches and festoons of crimson, pink, 
white and yellow roses bound together 
with only aslender thread of green, 
that is barely traceable and almost 
lost iu that wealth of dainty blossoms 
with which it is laden. Your lawns 
are literally spangled with violets, 
roses, chrysanthemums, dahlies, pan- 
sies and flowers of almost every vari- 
ety, the fresh verdure of the gruss 
framing in and filling the background 
of a floral picture of surprising loveli- 
ness. Climbing roses and jasmines 
wind their perfume-breathing chains 
over the cold gray of dead walis and 
light up weather-stained gables. Sweet 
odors are borne on every errant breeze. 
All along your upper town open pal-

With Pending Negotiations,

Wasnineaton, Jan. 27.—[By the As- 
sociated’ Press.} The brief of Attor- 
ney-General Miller in reply to the ap- 
plication of the Canadian government 
for a writ of probibition in the case of 
the W. P. Sayward, libeled for catching 
seals in Bering sea, was filed with’ the 
Supreme Court today. The petition of 
the United States Government is thus 
stated briefly: The Government of the 
United States opposes the filing of a 
petition for a writ of probibition to the 
District Court of Alaska in this case, 
for the fullowing reasons: First—That 
the Supreme Court has no power in 
any case to issue a writ of prohibition 
to the Sitka court, because it is not a 
district court of the United States, 
being merely a Territorial court. He 
argued further that the point which 
the petitioners seek to present cannot 
be raised on the record of the admi- 
rality proceedings on file with the 
Supreme Court, because the face of 
these proceedings show jurisdiction to 
be in the Alaska court, and after sen- 
tence in such causes is heard and 
argued a prohibition “will not issue.’’ 
In conciuding his argument he held 
that conceding ali facts averred in the 
petition, the question of the jurisdic- 
tion of the Alaska court depends upon 
the extent of the dominion of the 
United States in Bering Sea. This, 
he maintained, is a political question 
to be decided by the political depart- 
ment of the Government, the exe- 
cutive and Congress, both of which 
bave decided aguinst the petitioner’s 
contention, and this decision, be held, 
must be conclusive upon the judiciary.

The 
Vatican has been advised that the 
Italian Government is occupying itself 
diplomatically regarding a successor to 
Pope Leo, in order to prevent the 
election of a Pope unfavorable to Italy, 
and favorable to France. Premier 
Crispi will endeavor to demonstrate to 
the Triple Alliance that, in view of 
the hostile spirit which exists in high 
quarters, itisto the interest of the 
allied cabinets to prepare for the com- 
ing conclave. 

Every one at the Vatican, however, 
appears serene, partiy because the 
Pope enjoys perfect health, and again 
because the Sacred College can, in case 
of necessity, meet elsewhere than in 
Rome. Im conversation, a highly- 
placed personage said that the times 
have passed when cardinals ac- 
cept the veto of monarchies. Abso- 
lute liberty will henceforth be the 
principles on which the ¢éonclaves 
work. The personage in question said 
that it is difficult to determine the 

robabilities of the next conclave. 

arious candidates have been men- 
tioned,.but none decided upon. Under 
the ‘extraordinary condition of a 
conclave heid abroad and in the midst 
of European complications, itis to be 
presumed that the c rdinals would 
choose a neutral foreign Pope, for ex- 
ample, Manning of England, Gibbons 
of America, or Malinci. 

Itis tobe borne in mind, he said, 
that the foreign cardinals ere long 
willform a majority in the Sacred 
College.

The Performance of ‘ Thermider” 
Prevented by a French Mob, . 
Panis, Jan. 27.—(|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.} After the second per- 
formance of Sardou’s 7iermider last 
night, there was ariot in the streets 
near the theater, caused by the dis- 
orderly conduct of the extreme parti- 
sans of revolution, who were .ejected 
from the theater. They hissed the 
audience as it left the theater, 
and shouted, “‘Down with Sardou,’’ 
“Long live the Republic!’ In the 
streets a free fight ioliowed between 


the Extremists and the police. A 
of arrests were made. 
More violent scenes were expected 


tonight, but the play. was withdrawn. 
rising of the curtain was 
the signal for violent cries of 
Tnermidor,” ‘*A Bas Thermidor’’, 
etc. The tumultincreased in violence 
until the younger Coquelin stepped be- 
fore the curtain and said that be was 
compelled to announce that the per- 
formance would proceed no further 
and the ticket money would be re-. 
turned. The audience. departed 
greatly excited, but no serious dis- 
order ensued.
